The Dry Dock-Tlie Dtity of 
the Ho'ase. 

Yostorday wo placed in a succinct 
form before our readers a complete 
history of the drydock muddlo from 
itu vory inception down to the present 
moment. From that history (which is 
compiled from official documents with- 
in easy reacli of orery inquiring mind) 
it is seen that the mifiundoratandiug 
as to the yalu e of tho Canadian ad- 
vance ou the part of our Government 
was inexcusable. "Lotus assume," 
said the late Premier, in tho Houso.in 
April, 18.75, "that the Canndian grant 
is intended as a bonus; and lot us 
start the work and then draw upon 
©tlawa for the money expended up to 
a certain point." All will agree that 
this proposition was bad statoamau- 
ship; yet the old House accepted it as 
the' acme of political wisdom and fore- 
thought. The country to its sorrow 
knows nbW that the gracing dock 
scheme was a bubble,— an air castle, 
■whose foundations rested on the sha- 
dowy promise of a dead and buried 
Government! The DeOosmos-Walkem 
Govornmeofc always grasped at "airy 
nothings." They might aofc inappro- 
priately be styled a Government of 
"great expectations," as every scheme 
they projected came to naught. Every 
interest they touched became -affected 
with the blight. The Westminster- 
Tale load fell to pieces before it was 
finished. The Cariboo wagon-rood, 
which cost $1,000,000, became . amag- 
nificont ruin, impassable for the best 
part of tho year. Their financial 
policy involved the country in debt 
with tho Dominion and cost us the Is- 
land railroad and iudelinito delays on 
tho main line. And, finally, Ihoir ad- 
vice to "assume" tba graving dock 
money to be a gift, when it was pre- 
cisely the rovorso, has plunged the 
Province in further debt and brought 
the scheme to disaster. The present 
financial position of the dock scheme 
is this: Messrs, Rood Bros. & Co. 
hold a contract to build the coflferdam 
for $59,479. A firm at Birmingham 
have in course of construction a pump- 
ing-engine that will cost $40,000 laud- 
ed at Esquimalt. Messrs. Kinipple & 
Morris, the eminent dock engineers, 
have a claim against the Province of 
$S2,600 for commissidns, preparing 
plans, and overseeing work. There 
are lying at Esquimalt stored in a 
trarehouse at a cost of $960 per annum, i 
600 tons of cement, which cost laid 
down there some $10,000. Incidental 
expenses, cost of arbitration, advertis- 
ing, commiasions, etc., will reach a 
figure hard upon $5000. The approxi- 
mate liabilities on dock account may 
be summed up as follows:.

We need not point out how painful 
th ) heavy loss of money that tho aban- 
donment of the dock scheme would 
entail would be to tho people in every 
bviction. If it wore possible to make 
tho men who incurred this tremoiidous 
liability on the faith of a pio-crust pro- 
mi';'"' pay the money we should recom- 
mend the Government to purauo tiicin 
to the bitter end. But, unfortunately 
there is no constitutional method by 
which they can bo roaohod; and tho 
Province must e'en pay for the terrible 
mistake of havinq sustained in office 
for three years four Miuistora who, if 
the pursuit of Ignorance formed the 
chief aim of thoir studies at college, 
must have graduated with high hon- 
ors. 

In the unfortunate stats of this im- 
portant question all eyes are naturally 
directed towards the House. With out 
the sanction of that body first 
obtained the Government should take 
no action pointing towards a oontinu- 
anoe or abandonment of the work. As 
they are not responsible foi* tho fail- 
ure of the late scheme, they should 
not ho expected to take the- initiative 
in the formation ,of a QQW one, with- 
out asking the advice of a House J;ha.t. 
Las BO nobly sust^ned them'by Toioeand' 
vote in the passage of aeoessary meaanro» 
of reform. The estimated cost of the 
Dock is $600,000. We have ahown 
that the liability already incurred is 
hard upon $150,000, or a faucth of tho 
whole cost. The Imperial Government 
have agreed to pay $260,000 on the 
completion of the great work. Now, 
then, should tho Houho decide to in- 
struct the Government to continue ti-o 
operations, the Province will not only 
BBoriiice the greater portion of the first 
»um of $160,000, but will also lose tho 



$250,000 promised by England, mak- 
ing a total loss of $40U,000, which, 
some day or another, the Province wiU 
bo called on to provide fur the proso- 
cution of this vory work. Is tho House 
willing to voi'O for abandonment when, 
to look at the situation from tho moat 
unfavorable standpoint, Canada stands 
ready to advance us nearly one-half 
the sum required at 5 per cent, per 
annum ? It may be that the Ottawa 
Government will be induced, upon 
proper representation being made to 
them of tho serious difficulty into 
which the Province has been brought 
by the, lat^. Miniatry, , to. reconsider 
their B»st telegram and pay the money 
as a lumping ^O'ithe Province; or, at 
least, pay the capitalized interest — 
$141,000. But, even .if^thpy. stand 
to tbiir late tfllegracl, we hold that it 
is: the duty ol honorable memb'ers,di3- 
carding seotibnal feeling and prejudice 
in dealing r with . this largo national 
question td advise the Government, to 
vigorously prosecute the work inaugu- 
rated under such unhappy auspices. 
The matter should only come before 
the House as an "open question," as 
the Government cannot be held re- 
sponsiblo for tho infatuated ignorance 
of those who went befurti thoiu. Ro- 
ducod to a nutshell tho propoiition is 
this: Shall tho Province sncrilico 
$400,000 by a refusal to expend S2U0,- 
000? 

Tho Cometeiy liill. 

This Bill, introduced by Mr. Morrison, 
was yesterdoy thrown out of tho House by 
a large majority of the members. The 
argoments advanced against the .Bill wore 
that it was omde;md .imperfect in itsmea- 
8ur66; that it'-woulcl if t>B&Bed givd xise to 
endless litigation of ihe most baneful na- 
ture; and that it did 'not give due protec- 
tion to boua fld« purchasers of plots under 
tho prosont management. Tho PrcmiiT, 
speaking upon tha Biibjoct, .said ho was 
hartolj- in accord with the spirit of tli 
Bill and fiympathizcd warmly with the 
numerous pofilioneiM against tho existing 
sectional ecclesiiis'ical division of tho 
Cemetery, Ho was compelled, however, 
to votQ ^against the Bill because he fore- 
saw that ^e ' ^viis tiiat- Wduld arise from 
its passage would be greater than those it 
proposed to rectify. "Many of the mem 
bers ore anxious for an ndjournmont of 
the Honaie, and na to introduce a now Bill 
would entail considerable delay, it is in 
tho interest of the country that other Leg- 
islative subjects more advanced should 
occupy tho fhort remainder of tlu; session. 
Tho public hivo tho aBsuraiice of the 
Leader of tho Govornmont that during 
ibo rocoss he will prepare * Bill that 
will loRiilly moot the requirements of the 
country and remedy the evils that flt 
prpsent exist in what are called and 7nu.<!l 
6fl Public Ceuetebiks. Mr Davio'ssp -c h 
on tha Bill was a clear and able exposition 
of its legitl bearings.

The 'Times' says the Inflexible is 
the most tremendous instrument of 
oil'ensive or defensive warfare yet 
created. 

The 'Daily News,' of the 15th inst., 
says: — The most remarkable man-of- 
war in the world, and tho most power- 
ful, will bo luUlcd to tho British Navy 
by tho Ifiuiicli of thn TiiflcAiblo, which 
will tal;o place at Portsmouth Dock- 
yard on the 27tb inst. We ;_have al- 
ready been able to announce that the 
arrangements for the launch are com 
plete, and th.it there is no reason for 
anticipating its postponomont, though 
such nu accident is of frequent occur- 
ance when large ironclads aro concer- 
ned. The experience of tho past three 
or four years show that the heaviest 
armour plated ships can be launched 
with safety, as was proved in the case 
of tho Thundorer at Pembroke, and 
the Ale.\.audra at Cbathatn. No v»e- 
sel, however, like the Inflexible has 
beou launched or even oonstrncted.The 
Devastation, which has very properly 
been ooD.siiiered a type of' our most 
powerful ironeliids carries armour li 
inchcH thick, and tin armomentof four 
38-ton guns; but the Inflexible will bo 
sent afloat with armour actually 24 in- 
ches thick, and with an armament of 
four 81-ton f,nin8. Hera then at a 
bound tho Inllexiblo has incomparably 
surpassed her prodocessors, and can 
bo fairly said to represent an import- 
ant improvement on previous con- 
struction. It may b3 remembered 
how. three years ago, the startling ru- 
mor was circulated that the RusBiau 
Government was building an ironclad 
which was to eclipse all tho vessels in 
the British navy, and could only bo 
regarded as a floating menace to us so 
long as wo mado no attempt to com- 
pote with it. But this Peterthe Great, 
which was Inuiichod in the ..utumn of 
187-1, powerful as slie was and unsur- 
passed as sbo was then, cannot now 
bo compared with tho Intlexible. Her 
displacement is only <J,G65 against 
that of 11,105 tons of her new rival; 
her armour, 1-1 to 16 iuuhes thick, has 
been outstrijiped by a plating of 'li. in- 
ches in thickness; and her armanipnt 
of four 35 ton guns succumbs without 
an eflbrt to the four 81-ton gung of the 
Inllexiblo. But the following table 
will give, perhaps, a clearer idea of 
the relative merits of this vessel as 
compared with her powerful rivals in 
tho i3ritish and in foreign navies: —

Mr. Morrison moved that the Houne do 
roaolve into* eoAimittfee of the Whole for 
the purpose of conaidorinp; a Bill intituled 
"An Act to explain and amend the 
'Cemetery Ordiniiuco, ISTO.'" 

Mr. "Williiims secoiidi^d tho uiolion. 

Mr. Wolkem did not think the motiou 
properly made. The bill \va»not one per- 
taining to religion aud did not Htato tluit 
•ny peculiar rites were to bo used in t'jo 
bnrial a4 the dead. Tho bettor mode was 
to move that the standiup orders bo su-^- 
pended and that leave be granted to 
introdaco tho bill, subject to the ruling 
of Mr. Speaker. 

Mr. Ash hold that any bill on the order.'? 
could be considered in committeo of tho 
\rhole} 

Mr. Morrison said that tho rca.son for 
moving to go into committee was that any 
obBtrnctions to ita, final passage might ho 
reraOYod. 

Mr. Walkem witlidrowi his objection 
and the House -n-oiit into committee. Mr. 
Douglas in tho chair. 

Tho bill read a.s follows:— 

1. Notwithstanding anything contained 
in the , JiQsmetery Ordinance, 1870," and 
notwithstandiog any deed, act, matter, or 
thing, execnted or done thereunder or 
under color tlioroof, tlic Trustees who 
have been, or shall bn, appointed for any 
puhlic cemetery in British Culumbia shall 
not have the right or authority, nor shall 
they be deemed to have Iiad at anytime 
any right or authority, to allot or Kot 
apart, in favor or for the use of any par- 
tioular society or communion, any par- 
ticular portion of any public cemetery. 

2. Any provisions in tho said Orili- 
sanco contained which are in any way in- 
consistent with this .\ct shall be and are 
hereby repealed, in like 'nmni^r and as 
fully to all intents and purposes as if the 
■aid provisions had never been enacted. 

The"hon; mover said that grave difflcul- 
ties existed in connection with the ceme- 
tery, aud ho held it to bo tho duty of tho 
House to remedy them. A petition 
signed by lO'M male citizens of Victoria 
had afSrmed tbut an evil did exist and 
ho maintained that their voice should be 
heard in the matter. It had been plainly 
set forth that the cemetery had not been 
conducted on a public basis, and tho pe- 
titioners argued that the intention of tho 
Legislature which {,n-antfid the land had 
not boon justly interjiretotl. Several par- 
ties had been refused burial ou account 
of religious distinctions which he main- 
tained in a public burial ground had no 
right to exist. It had been argued that 
vested rights would bo interfered with, 
but ho failed to soo that tlicue were any 
righto which religious boilirs could claim. 
He asserted that tho H[)irit of tho reso- 
lution passed by tho House aud (,n-anting 
tho land for a public eetaetory hud be(!u 
violated and that it had not been tho ia- 
tention to give the Trustess power to allot 
ground to any denomiiiation. From the 
petition which bad b"on plai'od befon; tin! 
House it WIS Koeii that no less tluui ID.'ili 
citizens of Victoria believed that a (jriuv- 
anco oiistdd aud it was only just that 
their voice should bo heard and the gritiv- 
ance remedied, for the longi r it was per- 
mitted to oziat, the more diliieult would 
become its removal. He therefore hoped 
that the bill would be fairly discussed and 
finally passed. (Hear hoar. ) 

Mr. Williams siiid tliat it was evid(Mit 
tho true intent and ni(>aniiig of the* ^'r.uit 
had not boon adhen^d to. Nearly uH the 
'-id had boon allottud and far from tho 
,fy being public, it had been con 
.;td into a merely deuomioationnl buri- 

. ground. He vos 6are the evidence 
takm before the committee appointed to 
enquire into tho niatt'-r juatitied tho do 
mand that the ceiuct.'i-v should Im stri<'lly 

Eublio. Many I'asL'sof hardship had come 
eforo tho couunittec aud to avoid a re- 
petition of snnilar grievances, he hoped 
the bill would receive tho support of the 
Bouse. ( ■ 

Mr. Pimbury tliouKbt it advisable not 
to legislate on any nulijccl in sucli u way 
as to stir up seotariau cont rovrrMios and 
considorod that tho bill now before the 
House would attain Lh(> object in vi(!w 
and at the same time avoid the danger of 
rousing any of these feelings. He ap- 
proved of tho principle of the Bill with 
tho exception of that portion in clause 1, 
which might ba considered of a rotrosptic- 
tive character. Though the bill would 
provide for defects in the Cemetery Ordi- 
nance, 1870, it would not prevent 
private lights being respected. 

Mr. Evans followed romurking that tho 
BUI Wf.a.iua iinp9rtap,t' one apd that ^be in- 
tention of tlie priiKt had boon deviated 
from. Instead oi the ceiiieti'ry boinf,' a 
public one it had l)()i>ii diviil'^il nniougst 
tho truBtees represuuting ditl'oront roli- 
Sioiw4«nomin«tioni. He alluded to the 



case of the Guibprd burial at Montreal, 
and asserted a~case almost similar to that 
h".d taken place here without, however, 
tho flame ))iunfal'TesnltB. ■ In Canada and 
England the burial of tho dead was be- 
coming (hiy by day a question of great 
iuiporliunco and wuh creatine: a deep fool- 
ing amongst tho public. He had hoped 
,''Q>'ff|ifno religious feeling" would have been 
'itlloWod to mar the intention of tho jnihlic 
grant; but ho found that livo individuals 
in the caxiacily of Iru.stoes had been p'uilty 
of sliori) practice and had in reality divid- 
ed tlio dead who had in life beou closely 
unitoil. The door of dissension had been 
opened, and ho believed it the duty of 
tho Ilonso to see that no future 
deviation should be allowed from 
the terms of tho grant. It was 
no trivial matter to deal vith. aud 
in tho face of tho monster petition before 
tho House ho did not hoo how a continu- 
ed di.sret^ard of the spirit aud letter of tho 
original ^osulutiou could be permilted. 
(hoar, hear). 

Mr. Davia said that there could bo no 
doubt tho Bill dealt with private rights, 
which, were in tlieir nature judicial and 
beyond tho limit of tno House. He main- 
tained that tlio dilTorent religious denom- 
inations luul rights to tho allotment of 
lands ))ecuiiar to theiu, and that the mat- 
propoHod to bo dealt with was one which 
should properly bo brought before tho 
Supremo Court. He maintuiecd that 
olauso 5 of the Cemetery Act gave the 
trusteoa powiir to allot certain portions of 
lands tJ various denominations. If hoii. 
gt'otlomen denied that power, tlion the 
(pK^stion was otio opi>n to debate and 
should Ije dealt Milli by the .Supreiiii' 
(yourt. 1 lie 1I(JUHC were asked to assainc 
functions which did not belong to iJiom, 
in fact to say whether religious bodies 
had private rights or not. Tliis he main- 
tained was not the duty of the House. Ho 
believed that now tlii) cemetery was ])ub- 
liv; to all intents an 1 pur|)oS'.'s, aud tli:t! 
snllicieat land now remained unallotted 
to bury those who might never have en- 
tertained any religious belief. Kii oji- 
portunity had boon ntrorded tho various 
denonunatious to plead before the com- 
mitteo through counsel, nor had any 
c banco been given them to maintain their 
l ights. He did not think the petition 
would have boon half so numerously 
signed had tho petitioners heard all tiie 
evidence taken before tho committeo and 
;',.oi-oi;-;lily understood both fcidos of the 
qaesii .11. Ihe hill was not only perni- 
cious because of the points he hail allud- 
cil to, bat becuusu it was retrospective; 
and in that respect afifectod parties who 
had bad no op()(U'tMnity to oppose tho 
Bill (hear, hotu-) . On elosor inhjjet'lion, 
however, found that tho o])tion of pur- 
(dia=o was given the denominations now 
holding land. It should bo borne in 
mind that a mere resolution of tho House 
could uot alter the law of the land and 
would in all probability be treated by the 
Supremo Court as so much waste paper. 
Retrospective legislation was against tho 
best interests of the social compact and 
ho would vote against th« bill whenever 
ho bad an opportunity to do so (hear, 
hear) . 

^[r. Beaven held that the speech of the 
last siieaker was one of special pleading 
and was evidence that the various denom- 
inations interested had availed theiu- 
Eolves of his (Mr. D.'s) ability to place 
their case before the House. T^ho commit- 
teo had gone into th6 matter without pre- 
judice and rocommcnded tho repeal of 
tli(i C'lMiieteiy ()rdinance, 1870. It was 
also submiitod that tho vested rights of 
dimoniinations, if any such right.s roidly 
existed, shouhl be regarded. 

Mr. Davie said that if this bill were 
})assod as hoD. members seemed to desire, 
there would be nothing to prevent tho 
interment of a Chinaman directly along- 
side a dear friond, and tho living rela- 
tives of that friond would have tho plea- 
sure of witnessing the Chinese bnrial de- 
corations of pork, chicken and other lux- 
uries [sensation]. 

Mr. Fisher said there could be no doubt 
the question was a very "grave" one. Was 
it f.iir that denominations who had been 
iiuhK'cd to prociiro allotmerds under a 
cerl.iia Statute shouhl be cheated out of 
them ? 

Mr. Evans maintained that the bill 
only proposed to amend that which had 
been wrongly done by the trustees, 

Mr. Fisher said that after hearing the 

arginnont ou both sides ho felt that tho 
question was, is this bill tho best way of 
arriving at its (object.. lie maintained not. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys maiulainiHl that 
any lanil be(iueatlied to the luildic sbould 
not bo allotted olT by any Board of Trus- 
tees. In the existing case, however, tho 
trustees had rightly or wrongly made al- 
lotments and he did not think tliey sbould 
be riididy disregarded. If tho evil could 
bi; mitigated by a prevention of a similar 
wrong, if wrong it were, in future he 
thought that tho case would be met, for 
ho agreed with Mr. Davie that no resolu- 
tien of the Honse could alter the existing 
law of the land. The matter could be 
considered temperately aud cautiously, 
but he (lid ii'jt feel that ho could sujJlKirt 
tle> niiMsuro in its jjresent form as it 
M-uol 1 indirectly do a g'roat injustice to 
tho various denominations now holding 
alloliiients. He would ask if a further 
tiMi't of land could be obtained ne.ar to 
the present cemetery, or if anything <'<iultl 
lie done which would avoid an ciiigeiijer- 
ing of hard feeling V 

Sir. Morrison said that by tho proceeds 
of the sale of the already allotted lambs it 
was intended to purohaso an additional 
tract adjoining. He hoped tho matter 
would be settled as quickly and amicably 
as i)0ssible. 

Mr. Armstrong opposod tho bill. Ho 
was ('onlident Ihe people of his district 
would not ai>prove of a jiublic <'emetory 
(laughter), lie maintained that Medana's 
drove should lii^ Hold and tlie ])roeeeds 
devoted to enlarging tho oeniotory at lioss 
Bay. If this wore not done it would be as 
well to let tho matter remain just in its 
jiresent position . 

]\Ir. Wallicin regrett-d so longadisons- 
sion had, as hi> aiiLicijiatoil, arisen. Tl(! 
alluilod til tho res(dution granting tho 
Ogdeu Point lands and .said ho hoped that 
uo etlort would be uiado to pass a mea- 
sure w lucdi w ould clash with that resolu- 
tion; but bo must stoto that when tho 
grant of 47 acres of tho finest lands in tho 
I'rovinco was made there was noiutontion 
that portioiis thereof should Imallottod for 
donominational imrpiises. If at that liino 
there had be(>u only 0110 religious Hoct it 
must liavo followed' that that soot would 
havo owned tho entire cemetery. {Hear, 
hoar). With regard to tho Bill its most 
objocliouablo f(iatnro wn^ that one of its 
clauses was retroHpectivo in operatii^n. It 
had been stjited that no vGBteci rights had 
been gaint'd; but ho would point out that 
every grave containing mortal romaius 
WHS very dear to relatives atill living. 
[ WbiUt h« b«li«Ted tho tni«te«« had aotod 
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to tho best of their ability he could uot 
say thai they had carried out in its liltog- 
rity tho oicauing of. the roaolution giving 
tho hind. Let-the-Honso do away with 
that clause which had a retrospective 
opera' inn and let lion, menibora strive to 
amend the ineasiiro so as to piteventva re- 
petition of an alleged wrong, 

Mr.i3iiiTfh"h(5ld that the 13ill wna uot 
only areligious Bill but one that doult 
with piiyati) rights. Tho question did 
not come within tho province oi( tho 
House and "the Bill wpiild act most un- 
fairly if carried. A bill of an almost sim- 
ilar Ti.lturo hnd boon ruled out of ordor 
last session and he supposed Mr. Speaker 
would rule this out too. Ho thought the 
matter one for tho Supremo Court and 
would advise the mover of tho Bill to 
withdraw it. Ho would only add that if 
he had a wife and she should happen to 
die and be buried in a ])ublic cemetery ho 
would not like to see a Chinaman offering 
11)1 a |iork saci-itice alongside, hor grave. 
(Laughter). 

Mr, Dickinson was utterly opposed to 
the Bill and felt assured ^all tho people of 
New Westmimiier were too. 

Dr. Tolmie said tho measure was much 
wanted and he would support it"; tho rights 
obtained had been very irregularly olj- 
tidneil aud a repetition of tho matter 
should lu) ]irevented. 

lion. .Mr. Elliott admitted that the pro- 
sout state of th.ings was far from satisfao- 
tory, and. that it had given rise to much 
heartburning; but he agreed with Mr. 
Davio that it would bo dangerous and un- 
wise to iiUerfero with vestod rights, and 
such a coiii'io would biing the trustees 
into endless tiouble before the Supromo 
t'oiu't. Uo woul'l suggest lo tho mover 
of the Bill to withdraw it till next session, 
when he would do all to further ihs ob- 
ject sought to be obtained, although uot 
in such a swe(>ping inauner as tho present 
Bill propi>seil to do. lie sympathised 
with the olijeet of the Bill, but ho feared 
t hat to |)as^, it would lie to iiiaugurato a 
si.'ries ol' tr.'uble. It was very easy to de- 
molish a st i-nctiiri>,but it was frequently a 
diliieult matter lo build one up. 

Mr, Morrison deidineil to withdraw his 
bill, being a.ssured that the fooling of 
opposition against it would be just as 
strong next seision as now. 

Hon, Mr. I'illiott wished to ba distinct- 
ly understood. It'holmdhada voice in 
the matter us to allotuioiit be would have 
opposi'd it v(diementlv. 

Mr. Brown (Lillooot) doubted whether 
the tru-does had tho power to allot the 
lands 'at issue; anyhow ho did not think 
that it was a ijnestion for the House to 
decide! and he would therefore oppose the 
iiill in .spite of the larg'e and respectable 
petition I'l.i'ied before the House.

The Coiiimoroial Traveler Tax. 



Editor Colo.s'ist : — I notice in your 
columns of to day that a bill has been in- 
troduced and is now in oousidoratiou by 
the Provincial Legislative Assembly to 

compel manufacturers, agents or com- 
mercial travellers from fli(! sister Prov- 
inces and drummers from the United 
States to jiiiy a licou.sii of from one hun- 
dred and fifty to two hundred aud fifty 
dollars. 

Tho writer having the honor of being a 
commercial traveler, (vulgarly (lalled 
" drummer " in the United States), and 
representing a cdothing maniifa-turer in 
Montreal, jiaid his lirst visit to this Prov- 
ince last year, and scarcedy liegiin to talk 
businosB when ho obaervoil (piit(! a preju- 
dice against Canadian clotiung and Can- 
adians representing manufacturers from 
the sister Provinces, and was not long in 
learning tho cause. Tho retail dealer 
elainiiug to know the waiit-i of his business 
bi>tter than the jobber must deal ilirect 
with the ]uiuiufa<!tur<!r'H agent to get whit 
his dilVerent customers require. The 
trade in West of England oloths has to a 
large extent been seiiercoded in the Uni- 
ted States by Oermon and French manu- 
fncturors owing to a class of jobbers in 
New York. 

After a few days' stay visiting the legit- 
imate retail clothii'ii; and getting a knowl- 
edge of the wants of the trade went F.nst 
with a few ordtu's wdiiidi wore shipped in 
lime and opened up satisfactorily. 

l^e price of a suit of good clotli(>s was 
from S35 to S45. The same fiuali'y of 
suit can lio ])urchased to-day for one third 
less in ( 'aiuidiau m iniifai't lire. I'^ormerly 
these goods were brought in from San 
Francisco. 

Tlie best Hiiils sold here, coming from 
Canada East or San Franoisoo, are manu- 
factured from imported oloths, the duty 
on oloths into tho United States being 35 
jier cent, (f/ rrt/i)n;»» on tho dollar, aud a 
Hpecinc duty of fiO I'eiits ]ii-r pound. For 
inntauce, a piece of (doth costings.', stg. 
per yard and weighing Ifi 0/ to tho yard 
costs to land in New York §3,;!0, gold, 
Tho same cloth costs in Montreal about 
§2.30. A piece of beaver, costing in Eng- 
land 12fl. 6d. slorlinj; per yard, and weigh- 
ing .'i'2 07,. to the yard, costs to land i.i the 
United Statics .i.'o.T" j ; in Canada loss 
than -?'i.7r). Siip^ioiio you bring this yard 
of cloth into tho Dominion from San 
Francisco made up, you pay a duty of 
17 J/J per cent., or about $i for what would 
eost m Canada $3.70..

Victoria, B. 0., May 12th, 1870, 
Our florreBpondent should remember 
that the Bill to which he refers doos not 
single out his class for exceptional taxa 
tion; it aims simply at placing commer- 
cial travelers on an equality with resident 
business men. Under the now tax laws 
personal property — such aa stocks on hand 
and book-debts — are taxed at the rate of 
one-fifth of one per cent. But commer- 
cial travelers, who sell o»ly by sample 
and reijrosont firms out of tho country, 
have neither stock on hand nor book- 
debts that can bo reached. Therefore, the 
Bill designs that they shall pay a yearly 
iiconso fo.- tho iirivilcigo of selling their 
goods iu tho Prorinco, so that the resi- 
dent dealer, who pays a property tax, 
shall not be forced to carry on business at 
a disadvantage. There is nothing unjust, 
ojipressivo or illiberal in tho jjrovision, 
that we can detect. Hawkers and peddlers 
ought to pay a swingeing tax, tlietrado in 
adjacent country districts being almost 
monopolized by tho Chinese, who scarcely 
ever pay a tax of any kind. — Ed. Goi,. j 

Our Biiyncs Sound Correspondence. 

BAYNE.S SoiJ.Nu, 10th May,1876. 

Editor Colonint:— Thinking you 
might like to know how the works ars 
progroasing at the Bayues Sound Coal 
Mines, I send this short sketch by 
the stoamor Maude to-day; and if you 
think fit to publish it for tho benefit 
of the readers of your excollont paper, 
you may do so. 

When we arrived here on tho 12th 
April last we found twelve or fifteen 
of a population in the place altogether. 
Now we number over one hundred 
men, all actively engaged, aud look- 
iug forward to lively times iu the fu- 
ture. 

Mr. A. J. McLenuan, the active and 
pushing contractor, has already built 
nearly one aud one-hall miles of his 
railway to the mines, and is shoving 
the work through at a rapid rate, mak- 
ing at the eame tiw.e a firstrate road, 
aud giving employment tp a great 
number of men. 

Tho wharf in charge of Mr. Bennett 
is also procressing rapidly, twelve 
beuts being already up, aud nearly all 
tho spiloa ready for use, the driviug of 
which, I believe, he will commence 
aome time fchis week. 

Things look lively. Geo. W. 
Haynes, Esq.. has bis now mill in full 
operation. The first sawing was done 
on the lat iust,, aud aa the whistle is 
heard three times per day, it makes 
things cheerful, lively and business 
like. The last named gentleman has 
built a large and coilifortable store and 
hotel, aud aa the men employed can 
get nearly ovorythiug thoy want from 
tho Btorc, they do not consider them- 
aelvoB in any way removed from civili- 
zation. 

The weather wa.s a little showery for tho 
first eight or ten days after our arrival; 
but for tho last week it has been fine, and 
all that could be desired for working men, 
no lost time from rain for tho last ten 
days. 

As wo have fish and game in abundance, 
and the best of beef and potatoes from tho 
ranches, mo live substantially and well, 
and prefer altogether {sans meprls) being 
here to living in the city. 

Mr. Bnshby, the mioiDg engineer, is 
actively at work, and has I believe, de- 
cided to open tho tunnel on tho seam of 
coal itself, and if (from all I can learn) 
the company wero to send along tho iron 
at once, tho screech of the locomotive 
would bo heanl at the mine before tho 
first day of August next. 

We wero tickled to see onr reapeoted 
friend A. J. MoLennan landing from tho 
Maude on her last trip with a mail in his 
Imud, and groat was tho excitomont in 
camii when over thirty letters and lots of 
nowsiiapora wore distributed among tho 
men. 1 am happy to learn from Mr. 
JIae. that wo are to get a mail sent to us 
regularly. All wo want now is a weekly in- 
stead of a fortnightly Btoamor; and os this 
is destined to be a place of groat impor- 
tance ore long, I lio]io tho change will 
soon take place. The boys are all in tho 
best of health, and hippy as only houest 
working-men can be.
